Considerable numbers of the ene- 


my appeared trapped Southwest of 
Rome below th« Tiber, the seaward 
bridges of which were destroyed. 
Prisoners exceeded 20,000. Swarms 
•of Allied planes turned the Nazi re- 
treat into a nightmare. Roads of 
retreat were blocked with wreck- 
age of 1,200 more vehicles; lines 
of supply were kept out. The Ger- 
mans had suffered Immense losses 
In men and material and wherever 
they fled, Alllod bombers whipped 
them mercilessly. 
Highway Under Domination 
Highway 6 leading across Italy to 
Pescara came under Allied domina- 
tion in the Rome area. Bit by bit, 
the 20 German divisions in Central 
Italy were being caught in the Al- 
lied meat grinder and chopped to 
bits.

Jian rail yards heavily to cut off 
supplies to the distressed German 
armies. Five recent attacks on the 
Romanian oil center of Ploeati were 
estimated officially to have cut pro-

GERMANS SLINKED FROM

ROME, June 5. — (&)— -Rome, shin- 
ny brightly in sparkling sunlight 
and spared almost entirely from 
the ravages of war, today gave 
Fifth army troops a welcome which 
turned the Eternal City into a near 
carnival. 
The city Is virtually Intact. The 


Germans, last of whom slinked 
from the capital last night like 
beaten dogs, limited their demoli- 
tlonns to a few installations of no 
artistic of religious importance. 
The dome of St Peter's, domin- 


ating the city, bounced back the 
days of sunlight and the facade 
smiled on columns of American 
troops skirting the place where 
Vatican City begins. 


Otherwise their was no sign of 


life at the Vatican. It was wholly 
intact and the only remarks of a 
Swiss Guard were that the Ger- 
mans had always respected Its 
neutrality and that he hoped the 
Americans -would. 
The great circle In front of St. 
Peter's had an Italian crowd In It 
but there were no American uni- 
forms. 
'This square is open to the pub- 


lic, though German soldiers did 
not come into It,'" a Vatican guard 
said. 
There wa« no

around the Vatican and at the 
portals of Vatican City, at the left 
of the facade, ther was only a. few 
papal gendarmes. 
Tho Americans swooped right by

They were pursuing columns from 
the Nazi 10th and 14th armies 
northward from Rome today and 
continuing to take a bloody toll. 
The Allied Air Force was piling 
the highways with dead Germans 
and shattered equipment. 
Five German divisions—perhaps 


more than 60,000 men—have been 
virtually annihilated. 
Several oth- 


ers have beon 
shattered.

greatest slaughter may be going 
on at this moment or debacle. 
Those troops which haven't yet 
retreated past Rome towards the 
north are "In dire ranger of being 
trapped.

ROME, July 4.—(Delayed)—<»>) 
—This cradle of the Western world 
rooked tonight with the high wind 
of freedom, stirred by the Fifth 
army and thousands 
of Italian 
Partisans flaunting Red flags. 


Behind a screen of Roman vol- 


unteers who wore hammer and 
sickle arm bands and waved old 
firearms, American forces drove 
from suburban Centonollt« to tho 
Tiber river while half smothered 
with kisses and rosea. 


The Gorman Wohrmacht, which 


once swore that Rome was an 
open city, fought futtloly In the 
ancient streets to delay the Amer- 
ican thrust. 


Wherever the Americans moved 


forward today against hit and run 
nazl armored forces they fou? d 
Italians—of all ages and degrees 
of poverty—ready to die for "the 
liberation." 


"Why were you so long oomlng'T 
We expected you four 
months 


ago," said some of tho Partisans. 


But others lying dead aoross Ger- 
man maohlneguns they had tried 
to seize barehanded, or waiting In 
unwhlmperlng silence 
for their

ded defense line south of the city. 


The danger to Field Marshal Al- 


bert Kesselring's forces still facing 
the left flank of the Fifth army 
between Rome and the seacoast 
grew steadily. 


The main escape route of these 


forces was lost when Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark's armor and infan- 
try crashed through the defensive 
screen on the outskirts of Rome 
yesterday and swarmed into the 
city, where they met only sporadic 
resistance. 


Prisoners- taken in the 25-dav 


old all-out offensive passed well 
over the 20,000 mark. In relentless 
strafing and bombing the tactical 
air force had destroyed or dam- 
aged 1,200 German trucks and oth- 
er vehicles. 


The widely-acclaimed entry into 


Rome—climax of nine months of 
hard fighting In Italy—was accom- 
panied by fresh gains in other sec- 
tors of the front. 


Palestrlna, astride an important 


retreat road north of the Via Cas- 
illna four and a half miles north 
of Valmantone, was a'leared of the 
enemy. 


At the same time the,Eighth ar- 


my drove the enemy completely out 
of the Sacco Valley, clearing the 
towns of Fiugpl, Pigllo, Pallano, 
Guarclno and Cave.

Dead In the ivagedy that took the 


lives of three members of one Abi- 
lene family, dnii an 
Austin boy, 


were: 
I,. C. Brooks of Abilene and his 


children, Elaine, 4, and Curtis, 
8; 


Blllle Strandtmann, 11, of Austin. 
Only the body of Elaine .Brooks had 
been recoverei from the 150-foot 
deep water near the Eastern shore 
of the Jake. 


Four persons, 
including Mrs. 


Brooks, were u-scued by R. 
W. 


Baker and Oudn Dodd; who saw th« 
small rowboat laden with eight pas- 
sengers swamp In the rough water 
kicked up by a howling southerly 
wind that swept the lake. 


Baker and Dodd reached 
the 


scene while the accident 
victims 


were still struggling in the water. 
They rescued Mrs. Brooks, Mrs. 
Louie Bryson of Leander; Mrs. E. 
W. Strandtmann, mother of Blllle 
and his sister, Barbara, 8,'who was 
clinging to a plank. 


Baker said that Brooks was last 


seen ho'dtng his son above the wa- 
ter in a futile attempt to save him. 
Both went und^r before- they could 
be reached. Toys that the children 
had taken on the lake outing were 
bobbing in tin waves. 


Mrs, Strandtmann said the acci- 


dent happened so quickly that she 
could not fully piece together 
its 


circumstances. 


"The waves v/ere running about 


waist high. The boat turned over 
and we were all in the water," she 
said. 


Baker and Dodd brought the body 


of Elaine BrooKs to Brackenrldge 
hospital, after tttemptlng artificial 
respiration. Further efforts to re- 
vive her were made at the hospital. 
Her body was at the Cook Funeral 
Home here.
